Inſpire, as hitherto Thou Kaſt 
done, the Leaders with Wildom and Courage, and the Men 
with [ntrepidity. Support them in the hour of Danger 
with the Recollection, that the Battle is for more than 
Gain or Glory—for Religion and for Public Liberty, 
for the Independence of their Country, for the Rights of 
Civil Society, for the Maintenance of every Ordinance, 
Divine and Human, eſſential to the well- being of Man. 
And for thoſe, whom in this Rightequs Caule Thy Provi- 
dence permits to fall, Receive, we pray Thee, their Souls 
to Thy \leicy; and be Thou, O Lord, the Friend and 
the Father ot theu Widows and their Orphans, ,
